STEPDAUGHTER AND 
THEN KILLS. SELF 


George E. Rockwell of Cincin- 
nati Fires on Women After 
Trouble Over Property. 


WOUNDS BOTH SERIOUSLY 


Mrs. Amelia Rockwell Is Former 
Daughter-in-Law of Mrs. E. C. 
Webster of St. Louis. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
CINCINNATI, Nov. 26.—Mrs. Amelia 


Rockwell, a former St. Louisan, is re- 
ported to be dying’ and her daughter, 
Miss Flora Hollister, 19 years old, is in 
a serious condition from bullet wounds 
they received last night when Mrs 
nockwell’s husband, George E. Rock- 
well, shot them just before he ended his 
own life with a pistol bullet. The af- 
fair is thought to have grown out of 


quarrels over money matters and to 
have followed domestic difficulties of 
several years’ standing. 

Mrs. Rockwell is the former daughter- 
in-law of Mrs. E. C. Webster, 4153 Wash- 
ington boulevard, St. Louis, whose son 
was the dying woman’s first husband 
and father of Miss Hollister. The first 
husband, Edward Hollister, died several 
years ago, leaving considerable property 
to his widow, who afterwards married 
Rockwell. 

“I Will End It All.” 

The shooting took place in the Rock- 
well mansion, 118 Malvern place, Mount 
Auburn, about 8 o’clock yestérday even- 
ing. Mra. Rockwell and her daughter 
were entertaining two women guests and 


when, according to witnesses, Rockwell 
burst into. the room shouting, ‘I will 
end it all.’’ 

He shot twice at his stepdaughter and 
once at his wife, wounding both. Mrs. 
Rockwell ran into the kitchen. Her 
husband followed her, shot her twice 
more and then shot himself. The 
wounded women were taken to Christ 
Hospital, where, it is said, their chances 
of recovery are slight. 

Rockwell was formerly assistant gen- 
eral passenger agent of the Pennsylva- 
nia railroad. He was a brother of Clay 
Rockwell of this city, general passenger 
and freight agent of the _ Cincinnati, 
Lebanon & Northern Railroad. He was 
50 years old. and his widow is a year 
youncer. 

Trouble Over Money Matters. 

Members of the family are reticent, 
but it is said that Mr. and Mrs. Rock- 
well for several years lived separatel; 
in their home, Rockwell’s room being of 
a simplicity wholly out of keeping with 
the luxurious furnishings of the rest of 
the mansion. 

An attorney familiar with the affairs 
of the family declared that Mrs. Rock- 
well had mortgaged her city property, 
and a farm to provide funds for her 
husband, and that the loans were op- 
posed by the daughter. Mrs. Rockwell 
recently wrote to Mrs. Webster in St. 
Louis that she was having trouble with 
Rockwell over money matters. 

A short time before the shooting a 
man gave Mrs. Rockwell a check for 


the rental of a garage. It is said Rock- 
well became incensed because the check 
was not tendered to him.

Mrs. E. C. Webster, at. her home at 
4168 Washington boulevard, today said 
she received a letter yesterday from her.

Mrs. Rockwell wrote that her hus- 
band had obtained possession of a deed 
of trust to realty left to Mrs. Rockwell 
by her first husband, Edward Hollis- 
ter, and that he was trying to raise 
money on it. Mrs. Rockwell declared 
she intended to recover the deed, as she 
felt heft first husband intended the prop- 
erty should be retained for the use of 
their daughter, Flora. 

Mrs. Webster sald Rockwell married 
Mrs. Hollister nine years ago, and aft- 
er spending the money he received for a 
large farm near Cincinnati, which he 
wvwned before the marriage, lived at the 
expense of his wife.

Dixmude Reported Recaptured by 
French Marines. 

LONDON, Nov. 2%.—The correspond- 
ent of, the Daily Mail at Dunkirk, 
France, telegraphs that Dixmude has 
been retaken by the allies.

“The French marines attacked the 
town strongly on Tuesday night and 
drove the Germans out of three lines of 
advanced trenches. On Wednesday they 
followed this up by entering the town in 
an irresistible charge.

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BRITISH STEAMER 
SUNK NEAR HAVRE 
BY A SUBMARINE 


German Submarine in Daring 
Raid Close to Coast, Permits 
Crew to Escape. 


HAVRE, France, Nov. %.—The Brit- 
ish steamer Melachite has been sunk 
by a German submarine a few miles 
northwest of Cape Laheve, which 
about three miles from Havre. 
The Melachite, a steamer of about 
2000 tons, belonging to the Cunard com- 
pany, was bound from Liverpool to 
Havre. She was stopped by the sub- 
marine and the crew was given 10 min- 
utes to get into the ship’s boats.

British Navy Lists 4327 

Officers and Men Killed 
LONDON, Nov. 26.—Thus far dur- 
ing the war the royal navy has lost 
4827 officers and men killed and 47 
wounded, while 968 men are missing 
and 1575 are captives or have been 


interned. 
These figures are contained in a 
statement just issued by the admi- 


men, the marines of the royal naval 
division. The casualties and the num- 
ber of men captured or interned are 
given as follows: 

Officers: Killed 220, wounded 37, 
prisoners 5, interned 46. Men: Killed 
4107, wounded 436, missing 968, in- 
terned 1524. 

A great majority of those reported 
killed were drowned, 1718 losing their 
lives in this manner when the cruis- 
ers Pathfinder, Aboukir, Cressy and 
Hogue were sent to the bottom by 
German submarines, while the foun- 
dering of the Monmouth and Good 
Hope, after the action with the Ger- 
man squadron off the coast of Chile, 
was responsible for the loss of 1654 
officers and men beneath the waves. 
The operations of the royal naval 
division at Antwerp are accountable 
for nearly all of those reported in- 
terned or missing.

JOFFRE’S HEADQUARTERS 
70 MILES BEHIND FIRING 
LINE, AWAY FROM ALL NOISE 


Commander in Chief Connected by Direct Wire 
With Generals Leading Six Armies in 
« Field—His Auto Fitted as an Office. 


Correspondence of the Associated Press. 
GEN. JOFFRE’S HEADQUARTERS, 


Nov. 7.—The nerve center that moved 
more than 2,000,000 men is In ‘a village 
school house 70 miles behind the firing 
line. The rare observer who is per- 
mitted to learn of its whereabouts and 
approaches it, finds an absolute’ con- 
trast between the tranquillity here and 
the intense action near the trenches. 

No cannon, machine gun or rifle fire 
can be heard here. The Commander in 
Chief co-ordinates his information and 


arrives at his decisions not only far 
from the disturbance of actual conflict, 
but in the depth of the country away 
from the first and second line of re- 
serves, the incessant movement of motor 
transport and the dislocation of civil 
life. An air of repose surrounds the 
t.eadquarters, but life is intense also 
each day. 

“What young Colonels you have here,”’ 
remarked the correspondent to a mem- 
ber of the staff. 


Colonels at Work 17 Hours. 

“They are the men of the future,” he 
replied. “Some of these young Colonels 
are at their desks at 6 in the morning 
and go to their quarters in pleasant pri- 
vate dwellings near by at 10 at night.” 

Gen. Joffre has six subordinate nerve 
centers in the six armies into which the 
field forces are divided. The six Gen- 
erals commanding these armies, Pau, 
Foch, Dalstein, Franche d'Bsherray, 
Castelnau, Manoury, each with his gen- 
eral staff, are connected by direct tele- 
graph and telephone wires with head- 
quarters. 

Gen. Joffre often talks over situations 
by telephone, receives suggestions and 
gives orders which are confirmed and re- 
corded by telegraph. He is also in direct 


and frequent communication with Field 


Marshal French and Belgian headquar- 
ters and with Bordeaux and Paris. 

A single sentinel paces in front of 
the entrance. Except for. forester 
guards, there are no soldiers in Gen. 
Joffre's village except the young men 
on his staff, picked for their talents 
from among the 60,000 officers of France. 
The roads of approach are watched 
by gendarmes, and it is impossible to 
enter the place except by a pass signed 
either by the chief of Gen. Joffre’s 
staff or by one of the few persons 
in the military administration author- 
ized to sign such a pass. 

15 or 20 Autos on Hand. 

The headquarters of a commanding 
General used to be distinguished by 
the orderlies and horses in front, and 
his rank could be pretty well deter- 
mined by their number. Now it is the 
number of motor cars. Some 15 or 
long, high-power runners are usually 
lined up in the playground of the school- 
house. There is no tooting of horns. 
The cars come and go quietly and 
swiftly. The representative of the Brit- 
ish War Office, Col. Yarde-Buller, ar- 
rived; the Russian military agent, an 
officer from the immediate front or a 
delegate from the Covernment; but for 
the most part there is little coming 
and going. The vast business is trans- 
acted by wire. The meaning and sig- 
nificance of it all can only be deter- 
mined by events remote from here. 

Gen. Joffre, when he goes to the 
headquarters of one of the armies, has 
with him an automobile fitted as an 
office. It looks inside very much like 
the little drawing rooms attached to 
steamer cabins. A writing desk lets 
down from one end. Two divans are 
along the sides, and there are conven- 
fent devices for docketing the papers. 

Gen. Joffre appears in grave, calm 
mood, and in vigorous health.

British and Germans Had Agree- 
ment to Leave Shelter to Heat 
Tea, but it Was Broken. 


By Associated . Press, 
LONDON, Nov. 2%—Light but inter- 


esting touches from the battle front are 
contained in an account from the pen of 
the British eyewitness, Col. E. BE. Swin- 
ton, under date of Nov. 2%, given out by 
the London Press Bureau. 

Of chief interest was the statement 
that the Germans are using a silent gun, 
probably of pneumatic equipment. Con- 
cerning this weapon, the account says: 

“In our center the enemy employed a 
silent gun, which may be pneumatic or 
worked by some mechanical contrivance. 
There ia no report of the discharge. The 
projectile travels through the air with- 
out any of the warning made by an or- 
dinary shell, and the first notice to be 
received of its arrival is the bursting of 
the shell. So far the weapon has done 
no damage.” 

The account speaks of the trenches of 
the opponents as being at some points 
only 40 yards apart. The English and 
Germans talk back and forth, hold 
shooting competitions and exchange to- 
bacco, much after the manner of the 
Civil War in America. 

Safest Spot on the Field. 

‘There the positions are not unwel- 
come to eur men,’’ the account says, 
“for they at any rate are secure from 
shell fire, the hostile artillery being 
unable to shoot in the fear that it would 
hit its own infantry. Indeed, for either 
side, a trench close to the enemy often 
is a safter spot than any other in the 
fighting zone.”’ 

Tacit agreements among the men 60 
situated are often made, the report 
says, a notable one being for permission 
of the representatives of either side to 
venture from the forts to heat tea vn 
a smoldering fire at a farm. 

“Friend and foe continued to make 
use of this for days, until for some rea- 
son the Germans broke the truce and 
put a bullet in the shoulder of one of 
our men, thereby cutting off the supp’y 
of hot water from both sides for good 
and all.’’ 

Cold weather has frozen the slush, im- 
proving the conditions in the trenches 
in one sense, the account goes on, vut 
the drop in the temperature makes the 
men so stiff that many have to ve lift- 
ed out of the trenches when relieved, 
and others are sent partly frozen to 
hospitals. 

“Beyond the hardships inflicted on tn- 
dividuals,” Col. Swinton says,, “the 
change in the weather chiefly has af- 
fected aerial reconnaisance and trans- 
port. The freezing makes the roads 
better, and the clear, crisp atmosphe's 
alds the aviators to see the landscaps 
more freely. 

Germans Using 16-Inch Gun. 

“The Germans in one place are using 
a 42-centimeter (1638 inches) howitzer 
against the British left, it is said, and 
the report tells of the capture Nov. 21 
of a German seroplane bearing circu- 
lars calling on the Hindus to desert.

“T don’t know anything about the wed- 
ding plans. I don’t know Miss Ed- 
mondson, and I don’t know her peo- 
ple. In fact, I know nothing about this 
affair at all.” 

That Miss Edmondson is an Indian 
Princess was told by herself. “Yes, 
I am going to marry Mr. Croker,” she 
began; “but I am surprised that the 
facts have gotten out.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 26.—Order is be- 
ing maintained in» Mexico City : by: the 
Zapata forces, according to unofficial 
but reliable telegrams today reaching 
the White House. Previous’ messages 
from both the Brazilian Minister and 
American Consul Silliman stated that 
the city became quiet on the entry of 
the Zapata troops. 

Today’s dispatches said Villa agents 
were working in harmony with | the 
Zapata troops, who are commanded by 
Col. Saldana, and that arrangements 
were being made for the entry of the 
northern forces. No mention was made 
of the whereabouts of Zapata himself, 
but it was believed he would join Villa 
in the capital. 

From previous advices as to the atti- 
tude of Zapata delegates to the Aguas- 
calientes convention, the choice of Eula- 
lio Gutierrez as provisional President 
was thought to be highly satisfactory to 
that faction. 

Administration officials expect that as 
soon as the forces of Villa and Zapata 
get complete control of the situation in 
the Mexican capital, Gutierrez will go 
there to be installed into office on the 
reconvening of the national convention. 


Wisconsin Mills Work | Day 
and Night on War Orders 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., Nov. 26.—Reports 
from the knitting mills of Wisconsin, 
gathered by a local newspaper, show 
the establishments are working on or- 
ders for 108,000 dozen pairs of woolen 
socks and 400,000 sweaters given to them 
py representatives of the British and 
French Governments.

Washington Has Not Replied to 
Allies’ Note Regarding 
Colombia and Ecuador. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 26.—The state- 
ment in the House of Commons yester- 
day by Charles Roberts, Under Secre- 
tary of Foreign Affairs, that Great Bri- 
tain and France had appealed to the 
United States to exercise its good of- 
fices with Ecuador and Colombia to ob- 
tain a strict observance of neutrality by 
them. was regarded by both Secretary 
Bryan and Sir Cecil Spring-Rice, the 
British Ambassador, who read the dis- 
patches, as merely a review of early de- 
velopments in the case. 

Details of the two separate notes from 
Great Britain and France on this sub- 
ject were made public here a fortnight 
ago, and since then, according to of- 
ficials of the Colombian Legation, both 
Great Britain and France have been sat- 
isfied of the sincerity of Colombia in 
observing neutrality. 

No reply ever was made by the United 
States to the two notes, which intl- 
mated that the United States might ex- 
| ercise its good offices in the question. 
| President Wilson told inquirers at the 
time that the United States did not con- 
sider it any obligation or duty: to ob- 
tain the enforcement of neutrality in 
South America. 

Secretary Bryan aé@dressed inquiries 
to the American Ministers at Bogota 
and Quito, to learn the facts, so that 
if friction actually developed between 
the European countries and Ecuador 
and Colombia the Ameriéan Govern- 
ment would be fully informed and 
could shape its course accordingly. 

It was learned today that the. Bogo- 
ta Government made clear to Great 
Britain and France at the time her 
resentment at the course of these coun- 
tries in ignoring the sovereignty of the 
Republic of Colombia, and discussing 
the matter with the United States. 
Knowing the sensitiveness of Colombia 
n this connection, it is understood the 
State Department assured the Colom- 
bian Government it had no desire to 
intervene and had been misrepresent- 
ed in press reports as intending to 
interfere. These assurances, accord- 
ing to Colombia officials, were re- 
ceived with much satisfaction in Bo- 
gota. 

At the Colombian legation here it 
was stated that the wireless regula- 
tions of the United States had been 
adopted by Colombia and were being 
scrupulously enforced.

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BRUSSELS, UNDER 


YOKE, GAYEST OF 
EUROPE'S CAPITALS 


German Invaders Spend Money 
Freely and Theaters and 
Cafes Are Filled. 


Special Correspondence to the Post- 
Dispatch. 

BRUSSELS, Nov. 4—Of all the war 
capitals of Europe, Brussels, under the 
German occupation, probably is the gay- 
est and the most deceptive. It certainly 
outrivals Berlin in life and Brilliancy, 
as Berlin outshines London. 

The Germans are free spenders afield; 
their influx here by thousands has put 
large sums of money into circulation, 
resulting in a spell of artificial, perhaps 
superficial, prosperity. 

The crowds surging all day up and 
down the principal shopping street, the 
Ttue Neuve, overflow the sidewalks an 
fill the street. Well-dressed 
promenade along the circular boulevard 
all afternoon and into the night. Places 
of amusement and cafes are crowded. 
The hundreds of automobiles loaded with 
officers speeding about the streets, with 
military horns blowing, add to the ga; 
illusion, 

Nowhere, save at the great headquar- 
ters in France, where the Kaiser stays 
when not haranguing his troops at the 
front, will you see such a,brilliant gal- 
axy of high officers, and every day 
seems a holiday in Brussels. 


Sinister Undercurrent. 

You catch the sinister undercurrent ir 
the more: obscure little cafes. 
will find some Belgian patrol who is 
giad of the chance to unbosom himself 
to an American. Perhaps he will speak 
with bitterness of the Brussela women, 
who, he says, wave handkerchiefs anid 
smile friendly greetings at the singing 
troop trains passing through the sub- 
urbs, on their way to the front, or give 
flowers and cigars to the returning 
streams of wounded. They ought to be 
shot as traitresses, he says. 

You are not surprised when well in- 
formed neutral residents tell you tha: 
inese people “have murder in their 
nearts,’’ and that “if the Germans ever 
retreat in a rout through Belgium, heav. 
en help the straggler and the rear 
guard.”’ 

Nov copies of English papers, whose 
reading is forbidden, are smuggled in, 
und copies. of the London Times fetch 
as h'gh as 200 francs, reading circles 
being formed often at 20 francs a head. 

But there are no signs here of a Ger- 
man retreat. Brussels has not been 
‘practically evacuated.” On the con- 
trary, One gets overwhelmingly the im- 
pression that the Germans expect to 
stay fcrever. No cannon are posted on 
coinmanding avenues or squares. There 
are n>? serious measures for the defense 
of the capital. The military and civii 
zovernments occupy the principal public 
buildings, and seem to be working with 
rvpical German thoroughness, The Gov 
orminent offices begin to assume an air 
cf permanence. 

Invaders Behave Well. 

As conquerors go, the invaders seem 
to be bearing themselves well. There is 
apparently no desire to “rub it in,’’ 
the . military Government seemingly 
pursuing the wise policy of trying to 
spare the feelings of the natives as 
much as possible, perhaps in the impos- 
sible hope of ultimately concillating 
them. German flags are flown sparing- 
ly. Only small squads of Landsturm 
are now occasionally seen marching 
through the streets. Even from the 
bitterest Belgians one hears no stories 
of insult or wrong. 

At the same time, swift, harsh pun 
ishment is meted out to anyone whose 
actions are thought to tend to impair 
German military authority or dignity. 
Thus, placards posted on many street 
corners day before yesterday informed 
the people that a Belgian city police- 
man had been sentenced to five years’ 
imprisonment for “interfering with a 
German official in the discharge of his 
duty, jassaulting a soidier and attempt- 
ing to free a prisoner.”’ For this also 
a fine of 6,000,000 francs ($1,000,000) was 
imposed on the city of Brussels. An- 
other policeman was sentenced to three 
years’ imprisonment for an alleged sim- 
ilar offense. 

Brand Whitlock, the American Min- 
ister to Belgium, who runs a strong 
risk of having a statue erected to him 
some day by the grateful Belgian pev- 
ple, is quite the happiest, most relieved 
looking person in Brussels since he 
heard the good news that Americang 
were hard at work collecting food for 
the Belgians and that England woul! 
not prevent its delivery. 

Eight Ministers in One, 

Minister Whitlock also feels vastly 
relieved that he has got practically all 
nonofficial Americans out of Belgium, 
the two score still here being mostly 
resident business men, with a sprinkling 
of the boldest tourists, who are staying 
‘to see the fun,” in spite of ministerial 
warnings. 

Mr. Whitlock believes he has broken 
the world’s record by being eight Min- 
isters at one time. He was represent- 
ing America, Germany, Austria, Great 
Britain, Japan, Servia, Denmark ani 
Liechtenstein. When he told a German 
officer that he represented Liechten- 
stein, which is a small sovereign state 
dependent on Austria, the officer 
laughed and said: ‘Theoretically, Ger- 
many is still at war with Liechtenstein, 
and has been since 1966, it having been 
overlooked in the peace shuffle.” 

The reason for representing Denmarx, 
which isn’t at war with anybody, is 
that the Danish Minister is equally ac- 
credited to Belgium and The Hague. 
and had no Secretary to leave behind 
when he departed Hagueward. 0” 
course the American flag does not fly 
over the Danish legation here. In addi- 
tion, the French and Russian interests 
were also offered to Mr. Whitlock, but 
he was so full of responsibility that he 
had to ask to be excused.

2000 GET THEIR 
TURKEYS BY MAIL 


“Farm-to-Table” Plan Used by 
Many St. Louisans to Get 
Supplies for Dinner Today. 


Postmaster Selph’s ‘‘farm-to-the-table”’ 
plan of having consumers purchase farm 
products direct from the producer was 
freely used by St. Loulisans in supply- 
ing the Thanksgiving day table. 

Ordinarily the receipt of 300 packages 
of perishable matter ‘s regarded ar a 
good day’s parcel post business, but as 
the “anksgiving feast day approached 
this business picked up appreciably, tne 
record swelling to 460 pieces of perish- 
able matter Monday, 900 Tuesday and 
on Wednesday to almost 2600 packages, 
2000 of the latter being turkeys. 

Other things received through the 
mails by 8t. Louisans were butter, eggs, 
cured meats, fruits and honey. Rabbits 
in amounts varying from 25 to #0 pounds, 
apparently just from the hunters’, were 
received in abundance, some of them 
bearing special delivery stamps. All 
perishable packages were delivered on 
the day of receipt.

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TURKEYS DROP TO 
13 CENTS A POUND 


Wholesale Dealers Buy Up Sur- 
plus Stock Here for East- 
ern Markets. 


Turkeys reached the lowest price of 
a four-year period in the local whole- 
sale market last night, dealers having 
taken up the surplus stock of fancy 
birds at from 13 to 13% cents for East- 
ern, markets. Culls sold down to 10 
cents a pound. 

Bruno Franz, a dealer, said he bought 
all the surplus stock offered on the 
street, and would seek a market out- 
side the city. His purchases totaled 8 
coops, averaging 10 and 12 turkeys to 
the coop. These birds average 12 to J 
pounds for gobblers and from 8 to 
pounds for turkey hens. 

_About four years ago, Bruno said, the 
market for this surplus stock was low- 
er, his concern having purchased then 
at 11% cents. Ten years ago, according 
to Bruno, the low ebb for turkey meat 
was reached, when surplus stock was 
bought by dealers in a wholesale way 
for 5% cents a pound.

international law are violated or their 
free exercise hindered by the authori- 
ties of the belligerent Governments.” 

The message was signed by Counselor 
Lansing, then Acting Secretary of State. 

Destgned as Uniform Code, 

The Declaration of London, framed at 
an international conference in London, 
from which it drew its designation, was 
designed as a uniform naval procedure 
for war times to be recognized by all 
the Powers participating in the confer- 
ence. It set out definite declarations as 
to what articles should be considered 
contraband of war and defined the right 
of neutral shipping. The declaration 
was generally viewed as marking a 
great advance over the conflicting prac- 
tices the several nations had applied 
during periods of belligerency with most 
unsatisfactory results to neutral ship- 
ping.

Germany are among the Powers which 
have recorded their acceptance of the 
declaration, while Great Britain has not 
taken this action. One article of the 
declaration provides that it shall be 
binding as between belligerent Powers 
only on those by which it has been rati- 
fled. 

Soon after the outbreak of the Eu- 
ropean war it became evident that, while 
they recognized in a general way the 
spirit of the declaration, some of the 
belligerent Powers intended to insist 
upon great modification of important de- 
tails, basing their action upon the fact 
that they had not formally ratified the 
convention. 

Since the Declaration was in fact a 
compromise between the extreme views 
of the several governments, which par- 
ticipated in the conference, a high of- 
ficial here pointed out today that it 
would have been neither just nor fair, in | 
the opinion of this Government, to con- 
sent to any modification without the 
agreement of all parties. On this the- 
ory the State Department felt obliged 
to withdraw from its adherence to the 
Declaration, even before the German 
protest was received. 

“German Position Sound.” 

In the course of his conversation with 
Ambassador Bernstorff, Counselor 
Lonsing made it clear that, in the ab- 
sence of general rules to which al] par- 
ties subscribed, the United States Gov- 
ernment could deal only with specific 
complaints the German Government 
might wish to present when it felt this 
Government had been remiss in the full- 
fillment of its duties as a neutral state 

The German bill of protest contains 
several specific declarations, but the 
State Department has as yet made no 
reply to these, It is said, however, that 
the German position that the British 
have violated the spirit of the Declara- 
tion of London by seizing or detaining 
food supplies carried in neutral bot- 
toms, and consigned to German ports; 
directly or indirectly, is recognized by 
United States officials as entirely sound. 
The same is true as to the complaint 
against the removal of German citizens 
not yet in a military establishment from 
neutral ships, and also the extension by 
Great Britain of her contraband lists 
far beyond the limit fixed in the Lon- 
don convention. 

In the opinion of American officials, 
however, no way is open to the United 
States to require adherence by all bel- 
ligerents to the strict letter of the dec- 
laration of London. Great Britain never 
has ratified the declaration, and Ger- 
many and Austria are therefore ab- 
solved by the declaration itself from 
adherence to its terms. It was this sit- 
uation that led the State Department 
to revert to the old practices of inter- 
national law and treaties for guidance 
during the present war. 

U. S. Works Out Code of Own. 

The department has been at work vir- 
tually since the outbreak of war forging 
out a code of its own for the treatment 
of questions of contraband and neu- 
trality. It is hoped that this code can 
be devised with such fairness and im- 
partiality that it will commend itself 
to all the belligerents. 

It is recognized, however, that the 
failure of all belligerents to adhere to 
the declaration of London has greatly 
increased the difficulties of neutral 
states in attempting to protect their 
legitimate commerce and at the same 
time preserve strict neutrality as to 
contraband shipments.

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A REVELATION IN A 
SAGRIFIGIAL ROLE 


Ripley Saunders Says ‘That Sort’ 
Gives Her Greatest Oppor- 
tunity of Her Career. 


HIDDEN TALENT REVEALED 


Extraordinary Capacity for Ten- 
der, Human Appeal, Now 
Unleashed for First Time. 


By Ripley D. Saunders 
Dramatic Critic of the Post-Dispatch, 
Who Is in New York to See the 
Season’s New Plays. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 4@—As Diana 
Laska, a notorious Huropean courtesan, 
in Basil MacDonald Hasting’s new emo- 
tional drama, somewhat too superficia]- 
ly entitled “That Sort,” which I have 
just seen at the Harris Theater, Mme. 
Nazimova reveals a capacity for ten- 
derness which heretofore has not been 
demanded by the evil or abnormal] roles 
of her earlier playing and succeeds in 
directly touching the hearts of her audi- 
ences to a degree of which, unfil the 
proof was submitted, I did not believe 

her capable. 

Migled by my own erroneous statement 
of her psychological limitation, and by 
the verdict of others which seemed to 
confirm that estimate I now had ex- 
pected to see Nazimova in the least 
convincing of her portravals of the wom- 
an soul under exceptional stress or un- 
toward circumstance. The dominant note 
that must be sounded by Diana Laska 
is the poignant note of absolutely true, 
deep and all-sacrificing mother love. 

I could not conceive of Nazimova as 
sounding this note with commanding 
authority. It was beyond her power of 
dramatic realization, I thought. The 
great self-obliterating passion of ma- 
ternal consecration was not for her art 
to depict. 

I was mistaken in this belief. Up- 
ward from the slime and foul debauch- 
ery of Diana Laska’s life in many 
European capitals, Nazimova rises to 
the pure heights of a mother’s yearn- 
ing adoration of her child with unde- 
niable certainty of stroke. The cry of 
an exacting motherhood comes from her 
lips with the irresistible appeal of hu- 
manity’s keenest tragedy and profound- 
est anguish. 


Must Never Let Daughter Know Her. 
The tragedy and the anguish consti- 


tute the punishment of a sin-damned 
woman who may not make her maternal! 
identity known to the daughter who 
was born of her travail-descent into that 
dread valley of the shadow of death, 
where all mothers must needs go under 
nature’s decree of physical agony. 

There is no doubting the Nazimova 
achievement here. She holds her audi- 
ence in the hollow of her hand. She 
moves them to the deepest pitifulness. 
She makes them realize—in the one 
great moment when her daughter's head 
is pillowed on her breast, and yet she 
may not tell the secret of their holy 
relationship—the infinite compassion of 
God himself whee mothers are con- 
cerned. 

I have rarely seen an audience so gen- 
uinely stirred to emotional response as 
by this unexpected manifestation of 
Nazimova’s power. And, assuredly, I 
here saw Nazimova at her best—a new 
Nazimova, a very noble actress indeed, 
a Nasimova of far wider scope in genius 
than I ever would have been willing to 
concede without, the seeing. 

Diana Laska comes to this meeting 
with her 17-year-old daughter by a long 
and sinister route. The girl was a little 
baby when they were separated. Diana 
herself, born of a danseuse mother and 
an unknown father, had followed her 
mother’s calling and become fam- 
ous for her beauty and grace. At 
16 she married a wealthy Englishman, 
who made her his wife because he could 
not buy her as his mistress. At 17 she 
was a mother, and then her husband 
tired of her and divorcced her, taking 
their child with him. 

Tries Suicide, but Is Saved. 

‘T did not love him,” says Diana. “But 
my little baby—it was a part of my body 
and of my soul. Then it was that I 
went down into hell—and I have been !n 
hell ever since. Now my body is falling 
me—it is worn out. I wish to quit liv- 
ing. I am too weary to live longer.’’ 

She attempts suicide in a London ho- 
tel, but is saved by a physician who 
happens to be stopping there. And this 
physician, hearing her story and know- 
ing her former husband, who now is 
Sir John Meppell and married again, 
contrives that she shall see her daugh- 
ter, since she is doomed to death if this 
solace is denied her. 

It is in the unspeakably touching en- 
counter of mother and daughter that 
Nazimova attains her loftiest height as 
an emotional actress, so deeply moving 
the souls of her audience. 

A moment later, however, the Diana 
Laska of her playing confronts a dread. 
ful situation. It is created by the dis- 
covery that the man whom her daugh- 
ter is to marry is one of her own forme: 
lovers, sharing her guilt without being 
required by social conventions to share 
{ts penalties. 

And then, desperately resolved upon 
saving her daughter from such a man. 
Diana, in the absence of the girl her. 
self, shames the man by confessing to 
Sir John and Lady Heppell the truth 
of her former sinful relation toward him, 
making it impossible for them to con- 
sent that he shall marry Mauren, thea 
girl, whom until now he has believed to 
be the child of Sir John Heppell’s sec- 
ond marriage. This is accomplished in 
a scene of tremendous dramatic tense- 
ness, played by Nazimova with heart- 
breaking emotional power. It marks 
the climax and the close of the play's 
story. 


Fullest Triumph of Nasimova’s Career 
“Now,” says Diana Laska to the 


faithful Dr. Maxwell. “take me back to 
my hotel.” 

An4é so stumbling blindly tn the 4i- 
rection whence has just come her 
daughter’s voice calling ‘‘Mother!’ to 
Lady Heppell, the hapless Diana Laska 
vanishes forever from the life of which 
that daughter is a part. And when

Delegate Wants Westmoreland, 
Portland and Other Exclusive 
Places Opened to Public. 


NOT FOR HEAVY TRAFFIC 


House Member: Believes Grass 
Plots Are Better Looking 
Than Gates Anyhow. 


Andrew Scully, member of the House 


of Delegates for the Twenty-second 
Ward, is thundering at the gates of 
Portland, Westmoreland, Hortense, Len- 
ox, Kingsburg and Vandeventer places, 
and he believes that when the battle 
reaches a decisive stage he will have 
enough allies on his side to rout every 
‘no thoroughfare” sign in St. Louis. 

Scully lives at 4447. Lexington avenues, 
in the northwest section of the city, 
where folks, he says, are not 80 ex- 
clusive that they build walls and gates 
to keep out their neighbors. 

Although “places’’ long have been 
known as a typical St. Louis institu- 
tion, Scully sald the idea is all wrong 
and out of keeping with.this democratic 
age; only Scully spells Democratic with 
a bid “D,” because that’s his party. 

“There shouldn’t be any portion of 
St. Louis where fine streets are closed 
to the general public,’’ said Scully to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter. ‘‘I just returned 
from Kansas City and I find it ts far 
ahead of St. Louis tn giving the general 
public free access to all streets. 


Not for Heavy Traffic. 


“Just because a bunch of men have 
money, why should they be permitted to 
draw deadlines around their so-called 
residences ‘places’ and say to everybody 
else: ‘You can’t come in here.’ St. 
Louis has outgrown that sort of thing. 

“I don’t mean that heavy hauling 
should be permitted on these fine resi- 
dence streets. Even if we have, the 
gates torn down, as I think we will, 
the residents of Portland and Westmore- 
land places needn’t fear that coal’ wag- 
ons will be permitted to drive through 
them. That can be prevented by traffic 
regulations. But .there is no reason 
why every one of these ‘places’ shouldn't 
be open to automobiles and other pleas- 
ure vehicles. 

“Other Delegates agree with me on 
this. We don’t want to ‘trespass ori 
anybody’s private property, but. at the 
same time, we don’t think i right thee

“I know it will be argued that these 
streets are private property because 
they are owned by the residents and 
have never been dedicated to the city. 
That's true, but the city has the right to 
dedicate any street to its own uses or 
to open up a street wherever one is 
needed. This can be done at little cost 
by condemnation proceedings. It really 
would be a benefit to the owners of 
property in these ‘places,’ because they 
then would be relieved of the expense

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| A YEAR OF FORD PROFIT-SHARING. 

It ig just a year since the profiteharing plan 
at the Ford Automobile Co,’s plants was adopted 
with effects causing a distinct shock in industrial 
circles, While it probably will be some time be 
fore figures on the full period of its operation 
are available, the company has at all times given 
watchful attention to results and is in possession 


clot facts from which many interesting conclu- 


sions can be drawn. 

Preparatory to the inauguration of the plan 
a social survey of all the company’s 16,000 em- 
ployes was made. This was followed after an 
interval of five months by a second survey which 
included only the beneficiaries of profit-sharing, 
then numbering 9251. The figures obtained in 
the two surveys have now been collated and put 
in shape for comparison and form the basis for 
a company report at the completion of the first 
year of the experiment. 

1. Of 16,000 men at the start, 5872 had 
bank accounts totalling $996,418, an average 
of $62.12 each. Of 9251 men at the second 
survey, 7540 had bank accounts totalling 
$1,608,768, an average of $212.70 each for the 
7540 having accounts, or an average of 
$173.86 for the whole 9251. The increase in 
bank deposits was 180Y, per cent. 

2. At the first survey, 2572 men carried 
life insurance averaging $960.99 each. At the 
second 8149 carried life insurance averaging 
$1019 each. The gain in Ufe insurance was 
86 per cent.. 

3. The value of the homes owned increased 
87 per cent. The value of the homes bought 
on contract increased 95 per cent and the 
total amount paid on such contracts increased 
118 per cent. The value of the lots owned 
increased 86 per cent, The value of the lots 
bought on contract increased 185 per cent 
and the amount paid on such contracts in- 
creased 145 per cent. 

4. Amount of rent paid monthly, increased 
42 per cent, while monthly board payments 
increased 18 per cent and weekly board pay- 
ments increased 11 per cent, figures eloquent 
on soctal conditions. 

While the general purpose of the plan has had 
almost universal commendation, some details 
have been a subject of criticism, especially the 
scrutiny of employes to determine fitness, which 
has been held to be objectionable to American 
workmen. 

Some of the most interesting results of the 
surveys cannot be expressed in figures. They 
have discovered opportunities for extending help- 
fulness to the thousands of non-English-speaking 
employes of the plants, unfamiliar with the ways 
of the country. They have stimulated a study 
of English and a desire to become American citi- 
zens. They have assisted in reclaiming men of 
deadbeat notoriety, men neglectful of their fam- 
ilies, even men with prison records. 

Such results are only vaguely indicated in 
statistics showing that employes with “bad” home 
conditions have decreased from 23 to 144 per cent 
of the whole number of employes while men liv- 
ing in “bad” neighborhoods have decreased from 
19 to 2% per cent, 

So much for such improvement in the status 
of employes and such reasons for special thankful- 
ness today as may be shown in columns of figures. 
Has the company had any benefits? If it has, a 
new phase of the effect on the employes them- 
selves may be disclosed in an increased efficiency 
and training of permanent value. That the profit- 
sharing plan does not operate with one-sided 
advantages. is indicated by the following: 

Number of motor cars made and shipped in 
February, 1913, by 16,000 men working 10 
hours a day, 16,000. 

Number of cars made and shipped in Feb- 
ruary, 1914 (after the new plan went into 
effect) by 15,800 men working eight hours a 


day, 26,000. 
The proofs of success are too substantial to be 


denied or minimized. 
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CARRYING A MESSAGE TO VILLA.

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GAMBLING FOR CHARITY. 
Most thoughtful readers, especially parents, will 
approve of the condemnation of raffles for reli- 
gious and charitable purposes, voiced by a cler- 
gyman in Wednesday’s Post-Dispatch. 
As a single incident, a raffle, whether for gain 
or for furthering a good cause, appears to be 
harmless. It is usually a source of amusement. 
No one loses much and no ill-feeling is usually 
aroused. 
But the principle of the thing, on account ol 
which laws against raffles have been made, is 
the same in all cases. Like any other form of 
gambling, the raffle encourages the gaming 
spirit—the tendency to throw away money, per- 
haps badly needed, in the hope of gain without 
corresponding effort. The young man who 
starts with the raffle may wind up as a devotee 
of the gaming table or worse. 
It would be to their credit as well as to their 
ultimate interest as champions of ethics, if all 
churches and charitable organizations would look 
to other means for raising revenue. . The law, as 
Prosecuting Attorney Sidener says, makes no ex- 
ception in favor of any chance contest. And the 
law should be obeyed. 
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SPY LODY’S DEATH ILLEGAL. 

It seems that the shooting of Carl Hans Lody 
in the Tower of London as a spy was a curious 
example of death inflicted without legal warrant. 
The crime of which he was convicted is clearly 
defined, but the sentence executed on him is un- 
known to the law. He was really lynched. The 
firing squad of 12 who killed him could be held 
for murder if it could be determined which six 
of them had their guns loaded with blank cart- 
ridges and which with ball cartridges. 

The blunder reflects as much on his counsel as 
on his Judges. We may be sure that no Ameri- 
can lawyer, accustomed to exhaust every recourse 
in behalf of client, especially one facing the cap-

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ST. LOUIS’ PRIVATE STREETS. 

Delegate Andrew Scully of the Public Improve 
ments Committee comes back from Kansas City 
with a formulated program for resisting the 
maintenance of the “proprietary” streets which 
are a feature in the St. Louis city plan. 

“Every street is open in Kansas City,” he says. 
“Pach street starts somewhere and leads to some 
other definite point and the public has the full 
right to use it.” 

The gateways at the entrance of some of St. 
Louis private streets are works of art. They add 
a distinction to their locality and are admired by 
aJl visitors. But there should be no exclusive 
private rights in public streets. Those gates are 
not for ornamental purposes alone. Property 
owners on these streets close the gates at certain 
hours or put up bars or chains that deny access 
t.. the rest of the community. This is a ground 
for just protest. 

The thing has gone far enough. No additions 
to the already considerable mileage of these ex- 
clusive streets should be permitted and as the 
necessary legal steps can be taken those now ex- 
isting should be rededicated to full public uses. 
Success to Mr. Scully. 
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AN UNSPORTSMANLIKE TRICK. 

Foreign buyers, it appears, have played a low- 
down trick on the onion trade of New York and 
Boston. New York reports these details: 

Heavy purchases of onions were made for 
England, France and Norway in the opgn 
market at low prices, as the foreign destina- 
tion of the onions was unknown to the sellers. 
The term “low prices” is, to be sure, a relative 

one; the prices actually paid were 25 to 40 per 
cent higher than those prevailing before the un- 
derhand foreign buying began, but were much 
lower than the sellers might have obtained had 
they known the purchases were being made for 
peoples engaged in war. 

This episode, aside from its disheartening 
revelation of European duplicity, is noteworthy as 
proof that there is a reverse side of the ancient 
maxim, “Let the buyer beware.” It is, indeed, a 
timely warning that in all future dealings with 
Europe the seller, too, must beware, lest he extort 
less than the possible maximum from the necessi- 
tous buyer, 
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PORK CHOPS IN THE NEWS. 

A reader asks us to urge Health Commissioner 
Starkloff to put a stop to the practice, said to he 
prevalent in butchers’ shops, “from Broadway to 
Jefferson and from Chouteau to Cass,” of wrap- 
ping up meat in newspapers, for delivery to cus- 
tomers. | 

A newspaper just off the press may be said 
to be germless.

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LUOKY MR. SIEGEL. 

Bven the light sentence imposed on Henry 
Siegel, who juggled accounts, made lying state- 
ments, obtained money on false representations 
and wrecked a department store bank with 15,000 
depositors, was suspended until next June. This 
is due in part to the jury, which almost made a 
farce of the trial by convicting him only on one 
of the misdemeanor, instead of one of the felony, 
counts, and partly to the Judge, who was im- 
pressed with Siegel’s plea for “a chance to make 
restitution.” If he is unable to obtain the money 
for restitution by June, we may be confident that 
he will serve his sentence. E\ven if he does ob- 
tain it he may have to serve the term in whole 
or in part.

But would the 
spectacle of Siegel idling away his time in a 
county jail while his victims despaired of ever 
getting back a dollar be more impressive?

| DYESTUFFS AND THE TARIFF. 
From the Cotton and Wool Reporter. 
Running up the tariff on dyestuffs 
might run up a penny a pound the price 
that the domestic dyestuff producers 
could get for their few staple shades, 
but it would not build up a permanent 
and progressive industry in this coun- 
try. It is an old story that one of the 
German dyestuffs concerns spent $4,000,- 
000 in developing a particular fast blue. 


That money was epent in experimenta- 


tion before a cent was spent in selling 
the color. We are sure that the manu- 
facturers of this country would be glad 
to test and try any new colors developed 
and invented by American dyestuffs 
makers, but if these dyestuffs makers 
want to experiment, let them do it with 
their own money, and not with thé tar- 
iff. Dyestuff-making here is not an in- 
fant industry. One of the largest plants 
in the country, at Buffalo, has been 
there for years. Long before  in- 
danthrine, algol, ciba or other fast Ger- 
man colors were produced, Buffalo had 
its dyestuffs plant. These dyestuffs 
makers ought now to show something 
of thelr own production. The textile 
manufacturers have had the tariff props 
jerked from under them, and we doubt 
that they hear and applaud the sugges- 
tion of an increased tariff on dyestuffs 
and raw materials.

8.—There is no room for an 
except the actual necessities. ery 
inch of space is given over to machin- 
ery. This is everywhere, com and 
efficient, but multiplied so o that 
one wonders what it is all for. There is 
machinery for running the boat, for 
guiding it under water, for controlling 
t when it dives, for compressing the 
air-tanks, for operating the torpedoes, 
and even for regulating the power of 
vision above and below water. When 
caught in a storm in a submarine, life 
consists of a series of intense strugg 
to prevent death by being battered 
against steel walls or to keep from be- 
coming involved in whirring wheels and 
dynamos. Submarines have been de- 
veloped tc the point where they can 
cover on their own power a us of 
800 miles in effective fighting trim. 
When under way on the surface 
submarine hums and _ trembles. 
fumes of gasoline are almost suffocat- 
ing. Some of the men contract what 
is called ‘‘gasoline heart.” If under- 
water too long the fumes make one sick 
and dizty. A novice cannot remain in 
a submarine underwater for any great 
length of time without suffe ex- 
cruciating torture. In time, however, 
one gets used to it, and a trip may be 
one of enjoyment. There are 0 com- 
pressed-air tanks, and these furnish suf- 
ficient air to keep the crew alive a good 
many hours.

Unlike former Thanksgiving 
day games, the contest will settle no title dispute. Soldan already has virtu- 


ally won the ‘‘prep’’ championship. 


By game time at least 6500 persons were packed in the center of the 
field bleachers. The stand overflowed and there also was quite a gathering 


in the left-field bleachers. 


The weather was ideal, there being 
practically no wind to hinder the kick- 
ers. The gridiron was just a trifle 
moist, but not enough to make the going 
heavy.
